Statistical Report—On motion it was ordered that the

-Temperance Federation, State International Sunday School 
Association. 

It was moved that in column 32 of the statistical blank 
there be inserted the word “Chicago.”

Sacrament of Our Lord’s Supper.—Bishop Bashford read 
a selection of Scripture, and after a brief but illuminating ex- 
position he called upon Superintendent Adkinson to adminis- 
‘ter the Sacrament, assisted by Pastor Van Valkenburgh and 
the Secretary, Wilbur Fisk. 


Reports.—The receiving of reports was resumed and it 
was ordered that each pastor be allowed five minutes in which 
to report his work. The following charges were reported by 
their respective pastors: Ajo, Wm.

Dr. Greenfield was introduced to the Conference. 

The announcements were made and the Mission adjourned 
after the benediction by Bishop Bashford. 
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Afternoon Session.—First Day. 


The afternoon session of the Conference was called to 
order and opened by singing hymn No. 334. Devotions were 
led by C. W. Harshman, D.D., who read a selection from 
Paul’s letter to Timothy and presented many nerd and in- 
spiring lessons. 

The Bishop took the chair and called for the toads of 
the journal of the morning session. It was adopted. 


Report—Wm. Whitfield presented a preliminary report 
for the Committee on Education, referring especially to the 
property belonging t to the Board of Directors of the “Arizona 
Wesleyan University.” 

Following the report, C. W. Harshman moved that power 
be granted the Board of Directors of the Arizona Wesleyan 
University to dispose of the property belonging to the Uni- 
versity according to any one of the three propositions sug- 
gested in the report. After a full discussion of the motion 
by the members present, Wm. Whitfield and Wilbur Fisk 
were appointed a committee to formulate in writing the Prop- 
ositions to be submitted to the Conference. 


Book Concern.—Mr. H. M. Boys was introduced and rep- 
resented the Book Concern at San Francisco. 


California Christian Advocate—Dr. Ray C. Harker rep- 
resented the California Christian Advocate and urged an in- 
crease in its circulation. It was ordered that the second Sun- 
day in November be observed as “Advocate Day.” 


Question 9 was taken up, and the following charges were 
reported: Hereford Circuit, Geo. J. Benefiel; Jerome, C. W. 
Deming. 

The pastors of Kingman, McNeal, Mesa, and Needles not 
being at the seat of Conference, the Superintendent reported 
the work of the year on these charges.

Report of Special Committee—The committee appointed 
to formulate the propositions suggested by Dr. Harshman’s 
motion, reported as follows: 
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1. Proposition. That the Arizona Mission Conference gives 
to the Board of Directors of the Arizona Wesleyan University 
power to mortgage the property known as the ten acres on 
the Yuma road in the city of Phoenix, and now known as 
the University tract, for the sum of ($10,000) ten thousand 
dollars, gr such amount as they can obtain on said property, 
and lend the same to the Board of Directors of the Arizona 
Deaconess Hospital and Home of Phoenix, Arizona, taking 
their notes for the same. 

2. Proposition. That the Board of Directors of the Ari- 
zona Wesleyan University be empowered to pass the title to 
the Board of Directors of the Deaconess Hospital and Home 
of Phoenix, that it may mortgage the property for any amount 
the Board of Directors of the University and the Hospital 
may agree upon. The Board of Directors of-the University 
taking the notes of the Board of the Hospital, payable as 
the two Boards may agree upon, with or without interest. 

3. Proposition. ‘Phat the Board of Directors of the Ari- 
zona Wesleyan University may convey the title of the said 
property to the Board of Directors of the Deaconess Hospital 
and Home as a free gift. It is further agreed that power of 
attorney be given to the Board of Directors of the Arizona 
Wesleyan University to perfect the action agreed upon, and 
that said power of attorney be signed by the President and 
Secretary of the Conference. , 

The following is a copy of the power of attorney author- 
ized by the Conference: ; 

We, the Arizona Mission Conference, in Annual Confer- 
ence assembled at Tucson, Arizona, do, this 12th day of Oc- 
tober, 1917, convey to the Board of Directors of the Arizona 
Wesleyan University full powers of attorney in the matter 
of the disposal of the property of the Arizona Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, located in Phoenix, Arizona, for the period of one 
year from date.

Edward Laird Mills, Superintendent of the Frontier 
Department of the Board of Home Missions and Church Ex- 
tension, was introduced and worthily presented the claims. 
and work of the Board of Home Missions. 


SECOND DAY 


Friday Morning. 

Devotions.—The devotional services of the second day’s - 

session were led by Bishop Bashford, who read the fourth 

chapter of Jonah. After a brief exposition of the lesson, prayer 
was offered. 


Minutes.—The minutes of the previous session were read 
and approved. 


Greetings.—C. W. Harshman offered a resolution, that 
the greetings of the Conference be sent to the Sunday School 
Convention now in session in this city. The motion was 
carried. ; 

The greetings were forwarded to the Convention, and an 
appropriate response was received therefrom. 


Question Nine was resumed, and the following charges 
were reported by their respective pastors: Phoenix, Ray C. 
Harker; Tempe, Wilbur Fisk; Willcox, E. H. Nicholson ; 
Winslow and Holbrook, W. B. Cole; Tucson, H. Van Valken- 
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burgh; Yuma, N. F. Hoffpauir; Patagonia Circuit, Trevor 
Orton. The pastors of Prescott, Jerome Junction, Williams, 
and Ashfork not being present, the Superintendent reported 
these charges. William Whitfield reported his ministerial 
work for the year. 


Mary J. Platt School—Upon motion it was ordered that 
we accept the invitation so cordially tendered to visit the 
Mary J. Platt School at 10.15 this morning. 


Excused.—N. F. Hoffpauir was excused from further at- 
tendance upon the Conference after the close of Saturday’s 
session. Wilbur Fisk having been summoned by telephone 
to attend a funeral upon his charge, was also excused. 


Order of the Day.—Upon motion, special order of the day 
for Saturday at 10.30 be the hearing of the report from the 
Agent of the Arizona Hospital and Home in Phoenix. The 
motion was carried. 


Ministers Examihed.—The name of each minister in the 
bounds of the Mission was called and his character was passed.

The mes- 
sage was sent through the pastor of the church, Dr. H. Van 


Valkenburgh. 
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Reports.—The Committee on Temperance presented. its 
report, which was adopted.

Ray C. Harker, Treasurer of the Board of Home Missions 
and Church Extension, read his report, which was received 
and submitted to the Auditing Committee. 

The Secretary submitted his report of the printing of the 
Minutes for 1916, which was received and placed in the hands 
of the Auditor. 


Printing the Minutes——Upon motion it was ordered that 
the charges be requested to pay one-third of one per cent of 
the salary, including missionary money paid to the pastor, 
towards a fund for printing the Minutes. 

The motion prevailed, and Trevor Orton was appointed to 
collect the money from the pastors, and the Superintendent 
to call attention to this action at the first Quarterly Confer- 
ence of each charge. 


Communication.—A letter from the president of the Board 
of Directors of the Arizona Deaconess Hospital and Home 
to Dr. George H. Adams was ordered incorporated in the 
Minutes. 


Work Among Indians.—Rev. J. A. Crouch, missionary 
of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society to the Yuma In- 
dians, was introduced and addressed the Conference upon 
his work. 

It was moved by N. F. Hoffpauir that Brother Crouch be 
invited to address the charges in this Mission upon the Indian 
Work. The motion prevailed. 


Visitors Introduced.—Mrs. J. A. Crouch, wife of the mis- 
sionary to the Yuma Indians; Mrs. Clara Batten, President 
of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society; Dr. Edward Laird 
Mills, Superintendent of Frontier Department of the Board 
of Home Missions and Church Extension, were introduced to 
the Conference. 


Superintendent’s Claim—The Committee on Superintend-. 
ent’s Claim read its report. The report was adopted and or- 
dered printed in the Minutes.

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Adjournment—The announcements were made and the 
meeting adjourned. G. A. Marvel pronounced the benediction. 

At the close of the morning session the Conference was 
conveyed by autos from the church first to the Mary J. Platt 
School, where the members had an opportunity of inspecting 
this fine plant and seeing something of the splendid work. 
that is being accomplished by the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society through the Superintendent, Miss Stella Roberts, and 
her efficient corps of helpers. 

The Conference was next taken to the auditorium of the 
“University of Arizona,” where, under the leadership of its 
versatile President, Dr. R. B. Von Klin Smid, it enjoyed the 
- privilege of listening to two thrilling addresses: one by Dr. 
Wm. A. Brown on Sunday School work in present day prob- 
lems, and another by Bishop J. W. Bashford upon the prob- 
lems in China. At the close of the addresses a bountiful 
and delicious luncheon was served to the members of the 
Conference by the Faculty of the University. 

Through the courtesy of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the city of Tucson the members of the Conference were ac- 
corded a trip to the San Xavier Mission, which was greatly 
enjoyed by all who visited this historic spot.

Recess.— Upon motion it was ordered that a recess be taken 
until the close of the Anniversaries of the Woman’s Home 
and Foreign Missionary Societies. 

The Anniversaries of the Missionary Societies was a sea- 
son of great profit and spiritual uplift. 

The reports from the officers of the two organizations gave 
signs of great promise and encouragement. 

The addresses were inspiring. 


Call to Order.—Promptly at the close of the Anniversaries 
the Conference was called to order. 


Advocates for the Trains.—It was moved that George A. 
Marvel and the Se¢retary constitute a committee to solicit 
funds to place one of our Advocates on each of the three 
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transcontinental trains passing through Arizona, viz.: The 
California Limited, the Golden State Limited, and the Sun- 
set Limited. The motion was carried. 


Sunday’s Session.—On motion it was ordered that at the 


close of the Sunday morning worship a brief session of the 
Mission be held. 


Reports.—The Auditor reported having examined all the 
reports presented to him, and he had found them correct. 

The Railway Secretary read his report. 

It was ordered that all reports not presented by the time 
of adjournment be handed in to the Secretary and the same 
be incorporated in and printed in the Minutes.

Love Feast.—At 9 A. M. Superintendent A. W. Adkinson 
announced Hymn No. 19 and led in prayer. Special emphasis 
was laid upon our membership in God’s family. It was the 
one meeting where laymen and ministers take part equally, 
and the opportunity was freely used. 


Sunday School at 9:45. The Conference joined with the 
entertaining church in an interesting Sunday-school session. 


Morning Service.—At 11 o’clock Dr. H. Van Valkenburgh 
announced Hymn No. 631. George A. Marvel led in prayer. 

The choir rendered a soul-inspiring anthem. The respon- 
sive reading was led by Dr. A. W. Adkinson. Dr. C. W. 
Harshman read the New Testament lesson. The congregation 
joined in singing Hymn No. 481. 

Bishop Bashford took for his text John 13. 34 and gave 
a most inspiring sermon. The church was filled to utmost 
capacity and the large congregation will long remember the

Superintendent’s Report. 


Bishop Bashford and Members of the Arizona Mission: 


Dear Brethren: Another year has passed into history. 
According to a time-honored custom, as we meet for our an- 
nual session, it is fitting that I come before you with an ac- 
count of my stewardship; and that I attempt to place a brief 
record of our work in permanent form. 

Nothing that we can say or do here can change the facts 
of the year.. The attitude we take toward these facts. may 
have much to-do with the achievements of the next twelve 
months. 


New Men.—Four new men came to us at the beginning 
of the year. William Reberger, of the Southern California 
Conference, was assigned to Chandler and Gilbert, and has 
done splendid work. The community was just emerging from 
the period of financial depression, and the time was opportune. 
Brother and Sister Reberger have pushed the work vigorously, . 
and there are excellent results. The time is ripe for a new 
church at Gilbert and for a great evangelistic campaign at 
both places, and these are being planned for. E. E. Dagley, 
of the Oklahoma Conference, came to Hayden. He has done 
excellent work under very difficult circumstances. The spirit 
of the church has been improved; some knotty problems 
solved; the membership nearly doubled and a start made 
toward self-support. Hayden is destined to become one of our 
strong charges. Funds are in hand for reseating the church and 
painting and. tinting the interior walls of the auditorium. 
Handsome new chairs have been ordered and the general im- 
provements only await their arrival. , 

. G. J. Benefiel came to us fresh from the McClay School of 
Theology,.and was assigned to the Hereford. Circuit, a most 
difficult field in which to bring about any visible results. -He 
has done faithful. work and has won the esteem and respect 
of the entire community.

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J. H. Lewin came to us from the Wesleyan Church in 
Australia, his credentials as an Elder having been recognized 
by the California Conference. 

He was assigned to Prescott and has done a very valuable 
year’s work. The church has been built up in every way. 
He has greatly endeared himself to his people, who exceed- 
ingly regret that he is not to remain with them. He goes to 
California to supply Wesley Church, San Francisco. 


Federation.—The year opened with negotiations pending 
with our sister Methodism for an exchange of Littleton for 
Ajo. The exchange was effected and the results have clearly 
justified the wisdom of the plan. They have done better work 
at Littleton than we could possibly have done, and I think we 
have been able to take better care of Ajo than would have 
been possible to them. 

The exchange of properties at San Simon and Littleton 
for Willcox has been completed and only awaits the working 
out of a little legal red tape to be technically consummated. 

The South Church is doing the work at Safford and doing 
it exceedingly well. They occupy our property there. We 
are taking care of the work at Cochise and using their build- 
ing. The arrangement is proving eminently satisfactory at 
both places. Our entire relations to the South Church are of 
the most satisfactory character. We both have very strong 
churches in Phoenix. We both have mission churches in Pres- 
cott. In both places we are working in perfect harmony. The 
churches in Prescott are so situated that if the two denomina- 
tions were united, both these churches would have to be main- 
tained. Fraternity in Arizona is complete, and Organic Union 
cannot come a day too soon to suit us. 


Flagstaff—Thomas Hambly was returned to Flagstaff a 
year ago with, as we all supposed, a flattering prospect of a 
most successful year. He filled the pulpit just one Sunday. 
During the following week he came down with a nervous 
break so serious as to compel his resignation of the pastorate 
of the Federated Church. 

To prevent a break in the federated plan, for which it 
seemed to me neither church was ready at that time, I agreed 
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*that the Bessa terian people should provide the next pastor. 
It looked for a time as though the whole enterprise might be 
wrecked, but the securing of the Rev. O. C. Baum as pastor 
has ushered in a new era of prosperity. High grade work is 
being done. Among our people there is a stronger spirit of 
loyalty to Methodism than for some years. Larger contribu- 
tions have been made to connectional funds than for the past 
three years at least. 


Evangelism.—The evangelistic note has been dominant 
throughout the Mission. Hart and Magann led the forces of 
the united churches in Phoenix and in Bisbee. John Brown 
and his party were in Tucson. H. B. Ireland assisted Brother 
Summers. at Williams, Ashfork, and Seligman. J. W. Mor- 
ris was with Brother Cole at Williams. M. Holderby was 
with Brother Nicholson at Willcox. 

Herbert E. Nixon, singing evangelist, aided Pastors 
Shenk, Raaf, and Hoffpauir at Globe, Mesa, and Yuma. As 
a result of the experience through which he passed at Globe, 
Brother Nixon is now doing pastoral work in the New Mexico 
Conference. Other pastors, to the extent of their ability and 
according to their opportunity, have pushed the battle along 
evangelistic lines. Your Superintendent has tried to keep the 
evangelistic note prominent everywhere. 


New Churches.—For the past sixteen months Brother 
Dodd and his people at Kingman have been engaged in a 
gigantic building enterprise. The building is nearing comple- 
tion and will probably be ready for occupancy in November. 
We are looking eagerly forward to the dedication, Bishop 
Leonard officiating, at the earliest possible date. Too much 
cannot be said of the masterly way in which Brother Dodd 
has managed the enterprise, nor of the loyal and efficient co- 
operation of his building committee and of the entire com- 
munity. The building is of stone and built to stand for cen- 
turies. The auditorium will seat 300, and with the fine lecture 
room and ample basement, constitutes a superb workshop. 


Douglas.—When we met a year ago, Brother Marvel and his 
people were projecting an addition to their building, practically 
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doubling their floor space, with a basement. © The building, to- * 
gether with some necessary repairs on the old building, was to 
cost $4,000. Bishop Leonard opened the enlarged building as 
the beginning of the Efficiency Conferences May 20. This am- 
bitious church now finds itself well equipped for its great 
work. Within the past three years Douglas has forged to 
the front as a worthy rival of Tucson and Bisbee for second 
place in the Mission, and those two great churches will need 
to look to their laurels. Their improvements actually cost . 
more than $6,000, all of which is paid or covered by short time 
subscriptions, except about $600. 


Oatman.—On a much smaller scale, but all conditions be- 
ing considered, not less heroic, was the building of the little 
frame church at Oatman. For more than a year Wm. C. Nor- 
cross held the fort there. Beginning with absolutely nothing 
except people among whom to work, and some small Sunday 
schools, with a rapidly disintegrating community, he rallied 
the forces, established several preaching places throughout 
the district, ran a, school in his own house, carrying his own 
children and four or five others through the first year High 
School, finished this year paying for the tent house parsonage 
purchased last year, built and paid for a neat frame church, 
the two properties worth over $1,000, and gathered round him 
a nucleus of Christian workers and host of friends. A vacancy 
occurring at Clarkdale, and his children needing the advan- 
tages of High School afforded there, Brother Norcross was 
transferred to that field September 1. Bishop Bashford will 
be asked to appoint him for the new year. 


Parsonages.—When Brother Reberger reached Chandler 
he not only found no parsonage, but failed to find any other 
place that was reasonably habitable and that he could obtain. 
Hence he rallied his people and built a neat and comfortable 
home. Only $300 remain to be paid. — 

Likewise at Ajo the crying need was for a parsonage. 
Hence a building was erected and carried far enough toward 
completion so that Brother Winans and his family could camp 
there with a fair degree of comfort. It has served: as -head- 
quarters from which they have been able to do a very fine 
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work of foundation laying. Ajovis likely to be a great camp 
one of these days and the faithful work of Brother Winans 
and wife and dear old Grandmother will not soon be forgotten. 

At Willcox the old parsonage has been sold and a hand- 
some modern house erected on a new lot adjoining the church. 
Brother and Sister Nicholson have both given very close per- 
sonal supervision to the work, and the house is a fine tribute 
to their good taste and painstaking efforts.. 

“At Prescott the Epworth League has put its room in good 
condition. The church has made a marked improvement in 
_ its equipment by erecting a revolving cross, the first to be put 
in place by any church in the State. It is a splendid advertis- 
ing medium. : 


New Property.—At Globe our people have for a long time 
had their eye upon the most eligible site in the city for a new 
church, which must certainly be erected in the very near future. 
This year the way opened to secure it, but only by acquiring an 
apartment house on the adjoining lot. The properties be- 
longed to the same man and he would not sell a part. Pas- 
tor Shenk and his people decided that they could not afford 
to let that property get out of their reach. Besides, the apart- 
ments presented a way to carry the whole amount. They 
turned in the old parsonage, not desirable as a parsonage, 
for $3, 000, borrowed $3,000 more and gave the owner a mort- | 
gage for $10,000. This year the apartments will take care_of 
interest. and all incidental expenses and pay about $1, 000 on 
the principal. When we desire to dispose of the apartments 
they should sell for not less than $10,000, possibly $12,000. 
The old church site is easily worth $7,500, probably $10,000. 
So that under normal conditions, when the transaction is 
closed up, we should have our new lot, ample for both church 
and parsonage, and a cash balance of from $4,500 to $9,000 
with which to ‘begin our buildings. 


Tucson.—Doubtless you have ieaity been impressed with | 
the idea that this fine property, built as a combination church 
and _parsonage, is too closely hemmed in by business blocks. 
If you had a chance to see the real working of the society you 
would also see that the building is even now altogether in- 
adequate to the needs of the church and the pastor. 
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To provide for expansion, the Trustees have secured-a 
choice corner on which to erect buildings adequate for all fu- 
ture needs of the growing church and city. The plan is 
to at once build a modern parsonage, so vacating the living 
rooms here and thus providing room and opportunity for 
growth for the already large Sunday school. That there is 
no immediate intention of abandoning this property is evi- 
denced by the elegant pipe organ which has been installed this 
year. ‘This was anticipated in our report last year, and with 
several other important improvements has now become a 
reality. 

While there is credit enough due for this great work to 
go around and give all the loyal helpers a good share, yet all 
will recognize that without the magnetic and far-seeing lead- 
ership of the tireless pastor these things would scarcely have 
been possible. 

At Bisbee a good start has been made toward a subscrip- 
tion for a new building that will be worthy of that enter- 
prising and growing city, and aggressive church and pastor. 
Pastor and people have had a delightful year of joyous labor 
together and the church was never in such excellent condition 
_before. The building enterprise is only temporarily delayed 
on account of the unsettled conditions in the industrial world. 

At Clarkdale also a start has been made toward a fund 
for a new building. At no point in the Mission is it more 
sorely needed. If we had a church building and a parsonage, 
Clarkdale would at once go on the self-supporting list and 
would take royal care of the pastor. 

Ajo is in the same class. A good, substantial building is 
a crying necessity, but humanly speaking, it is a present im- 
possibility. 

Next year we should build at Buena on the Hereford Cir- 
cuit; at Gilbert and possibly at some other places where we 
can erect suitable buildings without great outlay. Apparently 
_the most of the great enterprises must wait. 


Debt Raising —Some rather phenomenal work has been 
done along the line of debt paying. First Church, Phoenix, 
has carried a debt for many years; in fact, ever since the erec- 
tion of the present buildings. 
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It is not quite fair to say it is the same old debt, for the 
old debt was in fact paid long ago, but the expanding needs 
of the growing church and community have compelled the 
contracting of new debts, and the fact exists that the debt 
has gradually but steadily grown until a year ago it reached the 
modest proportions of $8,100. The Official Board determined, 
if possible, to fund the debt, reduce the rate of interest and 
put the whole debt in process’ of liquidation. After a some- 
what extended investigation of the situation the Board of 
Home Missions and Church Extension agreed to loan $7,500 
on condition that the rest should be paid. Then the Board be- 
gan to realize that the payment of $1,500 annually with in- 
terest at even five per cent on the whole amount was going 
to be a serious handicap for the next five years. So somebody 
said, why not pay it off? A subscription was started, payments 
being conditioned on the entire amount being raised. The 
subscriptions are payable in two installments, payable Jan- 
uary 1, 1918 and [919 respectively. Subscriptions are put in 
notes and deposited in the bank. All cash is likewise deposited 
in the bank. Unless by the first day of December next $4,000 
are paid in, the notes are void and the cash already paid in 
is to be turned over to the contributors. It is a heroic plan, 
but enough has already gone into the bank in cash and notes 
to guarantee success, and unless some very unseen calamity 
shall befall us within the next fifteen months, that church 
will be out of debt. Financially and spiritually the church was 
never in such excellent condition before. Two hundred have 
been received into the church this year and more than one 
thousand during the five and a half years of Brother Harker’s 
pastorate. Mesa entered her new building about four years 
ago with a debt of more than $5,000. Part of this was covered 
by subscription, but hard times came and the subscription and 
more was all exhausted in paying high interest and liquidating 
a note of more than $1,000 at the bank. Four thousand dol- 
lars of debt still remained, drawing eight per cent interest. 

The Board there too came to the Board of Home Missions 
and Church Extension for relief. The loan was granted. 
There, too, a generous friend of the church realized that $800 
a year must presently become an intolerable burden. He pro- 
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posed to be one of six to take care of $3,000. One of the trus- 
tees joined him. The pastor, Brother Raaf, got under the 
load. Another of the trustees, realizing that it would not be 
easy to find six people who could give $500 each, pledged 
$1,000. A whirlwind campaign was put on and the debt has 
been paid. September 23 the note was burned while the dox- 
ology was sung and all evidence of the old indebtedness was 
reduced to ashes. Brother Raaf’s pastorate was brief, but it 
marks an epoch in the life of that. growing church, and he 
has a warm place in the hearts of the people. 


Sunday Schools and Epworth Leagues.—In every charge 
the most careful attention is being given to the training of 
the young people. Our scattered locations make the conven- 
tion and institute ideas very difficult of realization. 

In our Sunday-school work we are joining in the conven- 
tions with the International organization under the leadership 
of Brother Raley. The fact that the State Convention is in 
session here now has made the arranging of our program more 
difficult, but gives us all an opportunity to come into close 
touch with that great organization and, what is perhaps not 
less important, gives them a chance to come into close touch 
with us. But we do really need a Conference organization of 
the Epworth League. In affiliation with the Leagues of the 
South Church we ought to be able to have a very effective or- 
ganization. I would very earnestly commend this idea to the 
Committee on Epworth League in the hope that they may 
be able to work out some plan that will be both feasible and 
helpful for concerted action. 


Women’s Work.—Our women have been no less busy, but 
if possible, more so than ever before. Their efforts have been 
in a measure diverted from the lines of church work to that 
of the Red Cross. While we must do our full share of that 
work, we cannot afford to abate active loyalty to the regular 
work of the church. - ; 

With the plan of joint Missionary Societies, our women 
have been able slightly to increase the number of their organ- 
izations, and another year should be able to show a still 
greater increase both in number of societies and in financial 
receipts.

Finance.—Your Superintendent has been pushing the Dis- 
,ciplinary Financial. Plan in season and out: of season all 
through the year. Some of the Quarterly Conferences are dis- 
posed to resent what they seem to regard as unwarranted in- 
terference, and to insist that the old haphazard way is the 
best. The unanswerable argument is, “It will not work here.” 
One by one though the charges are falling into line, and I 
think without exception, where any sort of honest and syste- 
matic effort has been made to work the new plan, the re- 
sults have been very gratifying. We are working it in the 
strongest charge in the Conference and in one of the very 
weakest, and in both the results are good. We propose to 
work it out on that line, however long it may take, and earn- 
estly solicit the earnest and persistent cooperation of every 
pastor and wide-awake layman. 


Self-Support—The slogan of self-support has been 
sounded everywhere. A systematic effort is being made to 
awaken an ambition in every charge to graduate as soon as 
possible from the Missionary department. We now have 
ten charges on the list. There has been such an exodus, how- 
ever, from Needles that the Official Board, promising to adopt 
and work the financial plan, asks to be put back on the Mis- 
sionary list. Brother York has done fine work and is greatly 
loved by the whole community. Jerome, Tempe, and Yuma, 
however, step up into the honor class, enabling us to start 
out on the fiew year with an even dozen self-supporting 
charges. Only two years remain in which to reach our goal 
of every charge organized prior to this quadrennium on the 
self-supporting list. It will require heroic work to bring it 
about. 


Hospital—Brother Gaddis has been pushing the Hos- 
pital project with persistency, faith, and tireless energy; yes, 
and with astonishing success. He will give you the facts in 
detail. Suffice it to say here, that a most eligible site has 
been secured, and, through the generosity of the Arizona 
District of the Los Angeles Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, at a wonderful bargain. Before our 
~ next annual session a $100,000 building is likely to be in pro- 
cess of construction. 
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Benevolences.—A year ago the statement was made that 
the Mission had probably passed the high water mark in its > 
giving to the great benevolences, that being the record of 
1913. The statistical report justified that prediction and 
showed an advance of nearly $400 over that year. The “Up 
and Down Record” sent out by the Commission shows an 
advance of $223 in the “Apportioned Benevolences” over that 
year. I shall be quite disappointed if we have not gone at 
least $300 beyond last year on the apportioned benevolences. 
Before the end of the quadrennium every charge should go 
on the honor roll by reaching all its apportionments in full, 
and the Arizona Mission have an “All Star” record. The 
mistake of delaying the taking of the collections till the end 
of the year should never be made again. If you cannot get 
your people to make the every member canvass for the two 
budgets, take your collections for benevolences as soon as 
possible, for you may make up your mind that your Board 
will have a dead run at the end of the year to bring up the 
current expense fund, and you and the collections, for which 
you are responsible, ought not to be in the way. 


Efficiency Conferences.—The visit to our Mission of 
Bishop Leonard and his talented efficiency team, lasting 
for eight days and covering nearly the entire State, was a 
great inspiration. The fact that the eyes of the Church were 
turned in this direction, and that our great leaders regarded 
this work as of sufficient importance to justify the outlay 
of time and money, greatly heartened us. Their inspirational 
addresses greatly helped us and our people, while the social 
good cheer made us for the time forget our isolation. By 
his counting us as really a part of his Area in his planning, 
Bishop Leonard has greatly endeared himself to the Arizona 
Mission. 

The charges that have not come in for special consideration 
under any of the foregoing heads are not, therefore, less 
worthy of honorable mention. 

Benson and Cochise, under the constructive leadership of 
Brother Ferris, have steadily become stronger and more 
thoroughly organized. That there has not been larger growth 
is not due to any neglect on the part of Brother Ferris or 
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his loyal people. The field is being worked to its full ca- 
pacity. At Benson still further improvements have been made 
on the church building and it is now in the very best condi- 
tion. At Cochise we have a most loyal people and are 
steadily gaining in our hold upon the community. 

Creighton, H. A. Severinghaus, pastor, is going steadily 
forward in its march toward the ideal, a strong and self- 
supporting church. It enjoys the distinction of being the only 
charge in the Mission recognized last year by the Commission 
on Finance as having paid all the benevolences in full. This 
year it will have lots of company, I think. The time is not 
yet ripe for the launching of a building enterprise. Gadsden 
is unique in being the youngest and weakest that has yet 
adopted the Duplex Envelopes. Though the conditions are 
such that the conservatives had excellent ground for saying, 
“Tt will not work,” it has worked, and as a result Pastor Cur- 
tis makes an excellent report on Benevolences. 

Brother Roberts has finished his fifth year of happy and — 
successful service at Glendale. He has laid the foundations 
well and has made a good start toward the erection of the 
superstructure. This should be one of our strongest churches 
in the very near future. A new church is the crying need. 

Jerome and Brother Deming have been very happy to- 
gether, and in both cases it has been one of the best years 
of their lives. The church takes great pride in stepping out 
in the self-supporting list. 

McNeal was very happy under the pastorate of Chaplain 
Stull. While located at Douglas, he was able to render valu- 
able service, and did so gladly. Some months ago his regi- 
ment was moved and we have thus far been unable to supply 
his place. We are hoping to organize a circuit of five or six 
appointments with McNeal as the head. I take great pleasure 
in acknowledging Chaplain Stull’s valuable service. It was 
really gratuitous upon his part, for his receipts probably did 
not cover the upkeep of his automobile. 

Brother Orton has had a most difficult year at Patagonia 
Circuit. It is a new field and sparsely settled. Of course it 
was slow work getting started. The whole valley had to be 
surveyed to determine where we could most wisely work. 
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About the time. Brother Orton was getting his plans per- 
fected, and was prepared for a very vigorous evangelistic cam- 
paign, the house where he lived, together with his own per- 
sonal effects, was totally destroyed by fire. I think that if 
the churches of the Mission had responded to the call of the 
Superintendent for even a small collection, immediately, we 
might have helped to save the day. For reasons that doubt- 
less seemed satisfactory, only a very slight response was made, 
and_ Brother Orton was left to carry the burden. Before he 
could pull things together, the summer was on and the oppor- 
tunity for real aggressive work was past. Brother Orton is 
fully entitled to very honorable mention for his loyally faith- 
ful service. 

Brother Fisk has finished his twelfth year of work at 
Tempe. In this restless field, where everything is so transient, 
that isa remarkable record. But Brother Fisk’s pastorate is 
not more noteworthy for its length than for its efficiency. 
It is no reflection upon the work of previous years to say that 
none has been better that the last. Brother Fisk’s hold upon 
the people and his command of the situation were never more 
complete than now. 

Brother Summers has done a fine year’s work at Williams 
and has the love of his people in a marked degree. A good 
deal of energy has been spent in clearing up some debts in- 
curred in making some much needed improvements. 

Winslow closes its first year of self-support in excellent 
shape and full of courage. Brother Cole is loved and trusted 
by his loyal band of earnest workers and by the entire com- 
munity. 

Brother Hoffpauir has done valuable work at Yuma; his 
wife has largely recovered her health, and the outlook is 
all that could be desired. With the rapid material develop- 
ment of the Valley, this charge is bound very soon to take 
its place in the’first rank. 


Removals.—As usual, we are losing some good men from 
our ranks. Besides Brother Lewin and Chaplain Stull, EEO 
whom reference has: been already made, Brother W. L. Sum- 
mers, after six years of effective service at Cananea, Mesa, 
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and Williams, has returned to the Southern California Con- 
ference. ; 

R. W. Raaf, after three years at Prescott and Mesa, has 
accepted a charge in the Erie Conference, and goes to Edin- 
boro, Pennsylvania. W. C. Chew, after a year and a half of 
constructive and successful work at Clarkdale, has taken a 
position in the Children’s Home Society in California. We 
shall greatly miss these able helpers, and be ready with a 
cordial reception to their successors. 

It is with profound satisfaction that your Superintendent 
notes both the spiritual and material growth of the Mission. 
The reports should show a handsome increase in member- 
ship; we have certainly never brought so large offerings for 
the conversion of the world; and the churches were never be- 
fore in such good condition as regards their local finances. 
Besides having twelve charges self-supporting, the four 
strongest churches in the Mission, besides several of the 
smaller ones, have not only met all their current expenses, but 
have closed the year with money in the treasury. 

Brothers, the record is made up. No regrets nor repent- 
ings can change a single failure into success. Forgetting the 
past, except as we can learn lessons from it; striving to learn 
the most valuable lessons from the year’s experiences; re- 
lying more implicitly than ever upon the assurance of Christ’s 
presence; determined to give ourselves more unreservedly 
than ever before to the work that is assigned us, we present 
arms to our honored and beloved Bishop Bashford and await 
our marching orders.

BOARD OF FOREIGN MISSIONS

come of Christianity?” To-day, as expressed by the New 
York “Morning Telegraph,” the answer is: “This world ac- 
cepts no royalty except that of the Prince of Peace.”

We will heartily join as far as seems possible in the Part- 
nership Plan as outlined by the Board of Sunday Schools. , 

We will make an earnest effort to bring up our apportion- 

ment in full as the minimum standard of our giving. We 
pledge our hearty cooperation with the Board in whatever 
plan shall be formulated for the great “Century Drive.” 

We endorse the action of the Board of Home Missions 
and Church Extension in taking steps to properly care for 
the 175,000 Methodist boys assembled in various training 
camps and cantonments, and in calling for an offering from 
the Church of $250,000 for this purpose, and we urge our pas- 
tors who have not yet taken the offering to do so at once and 
forward the money to the Board at Philadelphia. 

We endorse the plan of the Board for observing the cen- 
tury of the Missionary Society and will enter into the pro- 
posed agreement by which increases in collections in 1918 
and 1919 are to be divided, sixty per cent to Home Missions 
objectives locally within the Arizona Mission, and forty per 
cent to the Board. The latter sum to be used for the proper 
expenses of promotion and publicity and for specially ne- 
cessitous emergencies in the Church whenever and wherever 
they may arise.

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BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


This age is realizing the great force of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church in the field of education. Our schools of learn- 
ing are in the first rank and are furnishing practical, scientific, 
and classical knowledge to all seeking an equipment for higher 
usefulness. The high standard of efficiency to which many 
of our institutions have attained, is due to the fostering over- 
sight of our Board of Education. 

The helpfulness of this Board is shown not only in our 
great colleges and universities, but encouragingly in the high- 
lands of the South and on the western frontier and also in 
schools in peril in all sections. 

Inaugurated only fifty years ago, its foundation laying has 
produced results of supreme significance. Already under this 
Board’s leadership, Methodist colleges and schools have added 
nineteen million dollars to their endowment and equipment. 
A gain has been made in the past quadrennium of more than 
seven thousand students... Through the aid of our Children’s 
Day collection twenty-five thousand students have found it 
possible to obtain a college education. During the college 
year of 1916-1917 two thousand sixty-two students received 
aid from this fund. We declare it the duty of every Sunday 
school to observe Children’s Day in its proper spirit and to 
raise all the money it can by special effort to swell the amount 
for the noble purpose for which it is intended. 

-We pledge renewed cooperation and loyal support to our 
Board of Education. 

We further recommend that in view of the obligation rest- 
ing upon the Methodist Episcopal Church to give to the stu- 
dents of our church attending the University of Arizona and 
other State schools of higher education the facilities for their 
thorough training in religious and social service work, we 
recommend the appointment of a committee to be composed 
of the District Superintendent, Secretary, pastor of First 
Church of Phoenix, and pastor of First Church of Tucson, 
who shall make a careful survey of the whole situation and, 
if deemed best in their judgment, to work out a complete 
proposition for submission to the Boards of Education and 
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Church Extension, and to enlist the cooperation of all of our 
churches. 

In regard to our own Conference interest, we still cherish 
the hope of seeing a commanding institution of learning in 
our State capital city. We believe that things are moving 
‘Steadily and surely to that consummation.

FINANCE 


Whereas, One of the most important agencies of recent 
creation is the Finance Commission. It has wrought out a 
financial plan that is most scientific, workable, and efficient ; 
and 

Whereas, The Disciplinary Plan of Finance has been tested 
under practically all sorts of conditions, and has so thoroughly 
demonstrated its efficiency wherever it has been faithfully 
carried out that it received the approval of the General Con- 
ference which embodied it in the law of the Church, giving 
it a claim upon our judgment as men who are open minded 
to the testimony of experts and the evidence of facts, and a 
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claim upon our loyalty as men who accept and endeavor 
loyally to obey the law of the Church; therefore, 

Resolved, That we commend the Disciplinary Plan of 
Finance to the attention of all our Official Boards and recom- 
mend that it be adopted and put in operation: in all our 
churches. 

Resolved, That we urge upon all our pastors to exercise 
special care to see that the Plan is not rendered ineffective 
by the omission or feeble presentation of the Benevolent 
claims, or of any other essential part of the Plan, but to put 
forth every effort to secure a suitable educational campaign, 
a proper observance of the special days in the interest of the 
several Benevolent Boards, a personal canvass of every mem- 
ber of the church, giving preference to the Benevolent claims 
over the local Budget and an earnest use of the spiritual 
opportunities of the Plan. 

Resolved, That we call the attention of our people to the 
fact that the apportionments for the several Benevolent Boards 
are simply the minimum requirements, and not the full measure 
of responsibility ; that the General Conference has fixed as the 
true ideal of benevolent giving the standard of the Golden Rule, 
“As much for others as for ourselves.” We therefore recom- 
mend that each church endeavor to measure up to this ideal, 
at the same time accepting the apportionments for Benevo- 
lences as the minimum standard, below which it must not and 


will not fall.

WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY 


In Arizona our year’s work must be finished in nine 
months, or by July 1, because of the excessive heat of the 
last three months of the missionary year, which makes even 
the ingathering of reports difficult. We are realizing this 
more and more and planning to complete everything possible 
before vacation time. 

This year, without the aid of a speaker—no representative 
of our Society having been among us, we are able to report 
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that our receipts do not show a decrease—being practically 
the same as last year. We have an increase in auxiliary mem- 
bership, but a decrease in extension members. Our largest 
extension band, in the neighborhood district near Phoenix, 
has become a part of the Congregational Church organized 
there during the past year, and we have no report from the 
band at Jerome, but know some of these have removed from 
the State. 

In three points we have met our portion of the Pacifié 
Branch Aim—in organizations, subscriptions to the “Friend,” 
and subscriptions to the “Junior Friend.” 

Our three “Jubilee” organizations are—an auxiliary of 
twelve members at Willcox subscribing for twelve copies of 
the “Friend,” a second auxiliary of six members at Creighton 
with four copies of the “Friend,” and a King’s Heralds Band 
of thirteen members at Cochise with ten copies of the “Junior 
Friend.” We mention especially these subscriptions in the 
faith that the free use of our literature by this new member- 
ship will kindle an interest which will make for permanent 
growth and an increased desire to hasten the coming of his 
Kingdom on earth. “ 

The King’s Heralds at Phoenix have failed this year on 
account of the illness of their superintendent, but the Young 
People’s Society has raised funds for their Chinese scholar- 
ship. : 

At Tempe we have a little beginning of three members 
which, we hope, will blossom forth into an auxiliary to be 

‘reported later. : 

Two M. O. G. H. have completed requirements for the 
third year, and one little life member is reported by Glendale. 

We close the year with auxiliaries at Phoenix, Glendale, 
Flagstaff, Willcox, and Creighton, an extensive band at Wil- 
liams, a Young People’s Society at Phoenix, King’s Heralds 
Bands at Glendale and Cochise, and Little Light Bearers at 
Glendale, ninety-four auxiliaries and extension members, one 
hundred thirteen young people and children, thirty-six sub- 
scriptions to the “Friend,” forty-eight to the “Junior Friend,” 
ten to the “Messenger,” thirty-nine study books, and $369 
in receipts.

STATE OF THE CHURCH - 


The faith of our fathers is best exemplified by the present 
status of the Methodist Episcopal Church in Arizona. It 
speaks volumes for the heroism and self-sacrifice of Christian 
pioneers, who went forth joyfully to spread the Gospel light 
and scatter the seed of divine truth. To-day the harvest is 
not past. Its energy is not spent; on the contrary, we. find 
its benign light entering every door of opportunity. It is 
seeking how best to solve the educational problems of to- 
day. Physical infirmities are being looked after by our effi-- 
cient Hospital corps under the capable leadership of our Board 
of Deaconesses. In civic and social service the Church has 
not proved recreant to its trust, but by the help of the Lord 
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of Hosts is marching on to ultimate victory. Morally and 
spiritually it is on the aggressive. The Methodist Church 
stands in the van of spiritual progress, is consolidating its 
advanced positions; inspired by the Holy Spirit, its cohorts 
are invincible; still, the battle is not over., Intemperance in 
our State has been vanquished. The social evil still exists, 
but it is under fire; its dark shadow is receding; the Church 
and kindred organizations are on the offensive, and let our 
motto be like that of France at Verdun: “They shall not 
pass!”

The church 
of Jesus Christ must remain victorious during this world’s 
crisis; it must prove its worth. Born of love, cradled in suf- 
fering, nurtured by self-sacrifice, the church represented by 
Methodism flings out its inspired battle flag, on which is em- 
blazoned: Jesus Christ expects this day every Christian man 
and woman to do his duty in the church, and also for Sab- 
bath observance. In our State to-day there exists a laxity on 
this vital point, which we deplore, and earnestly recommend 
that every minister and layman of our church would exert 
his influence to emphasize our obligation as a State and na- 
tion to keep holy the Sabbath day. 

At the last session of the State Legislature a law abolish- 
ing the so-called red light districts of the State was passed. 

A petition demanding a referendum has been signed, and, 
accordingly, the law is inoperative until it shall have been 
approved by referendum. 

The same thing is true of a very excellent anti-gambling 
law which was passed by the Legislature. 

We therefore wish to put ourselves on record as strongly 
favoring these laws, and we urge our pastors and people 
throughout the State to actively interest themselves in_for- 
warding the coming campaign and bringing every possible 
influence to bear in securing the necessary majority in the 
referendum.

THE DEACONESS HOSPITAL CAMPAIGN 


Hospitals are the landmarks of Christian civilization. A 
noted jurist has declared that one of the truest signs of 
civilization “are thought for the poor and suffering .. . the 
frank recognition of human brotherhood irrespective of race.” 
The Red Cross predicates the triumph of the Cross of Calvary. 
Modern medical science has become the greatest exponent 
of that social instinct, of which Christian altruism is the father. 
The history of the pre-Christian hospital is soon written for 
the sheer lack of anything to record. In the early Christian 
eras the care of the sick was largely dependent upon the pe- 
cuniary and personal bias of the individual. 

As righteousness spread over the earth, one of its chief 
by-products became the establishment of free public hospitals. 
In the twentieth century Christian propaganda in foreign 
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lands the work of the medical missionary is second to no 
other officer of his heroic corps. The first general hospital 
to be built in America was operated on Manhattan Island 
about the middle of the seventeenth century. It did general 
work, but it was originally erected to care for soldiers and 
negroes. Pastor Fleidner, of Kaiserworth, testified to the world 
in 1833, “Phe Lord greatly quickens me.” The modern dea- 
coness movement found its genesis in the soul of this devoted 
servant of Jesus Christ. In the twenty-five hospitals under 
deaconess management in this country last year 24,174 pa- 
tients were treated, and $68,782 was dispensed in BOs treat- 
ment cases. 

The new Arizona Deaconess Hospital will soon take its 
place among the great charitable institutions of the church. 
_ During the past eighteen months we have had ample proof 
given that the Protestants of all denominations and their 
friends are ready to see us through, if we can lead the way. 

A fine site of five acres, with a ten-room house for Nurses’ 
Home, has been acquired, and will soon be free of all in- 
cumbrance except street paving dues. This property cost 
nearly $8,000. We have to date pledges aggregating over 
$41,000. A special committee of business men will soon be 
augmenting this amount. The Trustees have decided to break 
ground within the next sixty days. The estimated cost of 
the first improvement is $100,000. God is leading to victory 
and we are calling to the Arizonians, “Who follows in his 
train?” E. S. Gaddis.

CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS 


It is with deep gratitude to Almighty God that we watch 
the growth of the movement to create a pension fund for 
old ministers. The principles on which this movement is 
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founded are the principles of justice and righteousness. To 
raise $20,000,000 for this purpose is the objective of the 
general Board at Chicago. We would express our hearty 
approval of their work by pledging our loyal support. In 
all this we see a brighter day for our ministry, not only 
for the retired men, but also for the men who hesitate to 
enter our ranks because of the meager financial returns they 
might expect. Stronger men will come to us than would 
come, when they can be assured of a support for life. 

Many of the Annual Conferences have undertaken to 
raise from. $50,000 to $400,000 for Conference investments. 
While we are not a Conference and have no claims made 
upon us, the time will come when we must face this mat- 
ter. Our fund at present is about $1,300. This is drawing 
interest from the bank at Tempe. It is not large enough 
for a ranch loan or for investment where interest would be 
greater. If it is not trespassing, we would suggest that this 
be invested in Liberty Bonds, and thus aid our country in 
her hour of need. 

Just now we are engaged in a campaign for the splendid 
new hospital to be built in Phoenix. This should have the 
right of way. As soon, however, as this is out of the way, 
we should undertake a campaign for the purpose of increas- 
ing our fund for Conference investment. Looking forward 
to this, we ask you to appoint a committee who will report 
to the next-session of our Mission, whose work shall be to 

(1) Confer with the Chicago Board as to the best method 
of procedure. This Board has, through Dr. Greenfield, gra- 
ciously advised us that they are ready to aid us in any way 
possible. 

(2) To ask the Board of Conference Claimants at Chesca 
to work out some system whereby a retired minister shall 
have a claim upon each Annual Conference of which he has 
been a member for the time served. 

(3) To recommend the best date for the inauguration of 
our campaign. 

(4) To carefully consider our resources and make an 
estimate of the amount we should undertake to raise. 

The Hospital campaign will probably be complete in time 
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for us to begin our campaign January 1, 1919. If so, we 
are none too early to begin laying our plans for action. We 
believe that the Arizona Mission should be among those 
who are seeking to fulfill the law of God and cause justice 
for the retired minister to roll down as rivers, and righteous- 
ness for all the church as a mighty stream.
